al war strength is focusing new attention on the 
age distributions that are arising from the rapid changes in the 
rates of natural increase. The chart on this issue's frontispiece 
illustrates the distributions generated in populations that have had 
radically different rates of increase for some years. Japan and 
Austria were selected because their rates were the highest and low- 
est respectively of those shown in Figure 2 of the April Index [3(2) 
p. 99]. In that issue the effect of the age-sex distribution on the 
rate of natural increase was touched upon in the discussion of "Vi- 
tal Measures for Stable Populations" [pp. 56-58]. The present chart, 
reversing the sequence, illustrates the effect of the rate of natu- 
ral increase on the age~sex distribution. 


In Japan the death rate has been falling rapidly. The birth 
rate has also declined somewhat, but compared with the birth rates 
of Western industrial countries it has remained extremely high. The 
excess of births over deaths per 1,000 population is accordingly 
very large, probably one of the largest in the world. The resulting 
population structure is a broad-based pyramid. It is typical of a 
young and growing population. 


In Austria the mortality rate is substantially lower, but the 
birth rate is extremely low and has been falling rapidly for several 
decades. In 1934 there were fewer persons 0 to 4 years of age than 
5 to 9, and fewer 5 to 9 than 10 to 14. Moreover, the latter group 
was scarcely larger than that which had lived 30 to 34 years. The 
deficiency of the Austrian population aged 15 to 19 reflects, of 
course, the shortage of births during the War years, and the defici- 
ency of males from 35 to 59 is largely the result of war casualties. 
Their parallels appear in the "pyramids" of all countries that suf- 
fered severely in the War. Apart from these irregularities, Austria 
is developing the typically top-shaped age structure which, ina 
population not recruited by immigration, points to the early onset 
of a decline in numbers. Its population is aging rapidly. 


A larger proportion of the Japanese than of the Austrian popu- 
lation is found in each age group under 20 and a smaller proportion 
in each group over 20. Such differences have important political 
and economic implications. The problems of dependency in the two 
countries are quite different. Japan carries the greater load; 41 
per cent of its population is under 15 or over 64 years of age. 
These groups constitute only 32 per cent of the Austrian pooulation. 
Children under 15 comprise 36 per cent of the inhabitants of Japan, 
as against only 24 per cent of those of Austria. On the other hand, 
5 per cent of the Japanese are 65 or more years of age as against 8 
per cent of the Austrians. 


The dearth of children and the lower mortality rates account 
for the larger proportion of Austrians between 15 and 65 years of 














age. This group represents 68 per cent of the total, contrasted 
with 59 per cent in Japan. However, the younger half of this pro- 
ductive period of life includes about equal proportions of the to- 
tal population in each country. Austria's larger proportion of po- 
tential workers stems almost entirely from the latter half of the 
productive period. Ages 40 to 64 include 29 per cent of its popula- 
tion, as against only 20 per cent in Japan. In two decades this 
group will have passed 65 years of age and will be creating added 
problems of old-age dependency for a population in which, barring 
extensive immigration, the number of young workers will be seriously 
reduced. 


About a generation ago the age structure in most Western coun- 
tries was quite similar to that of Japan in 1930. The 1934 Austrian 
population typifies the present structure in many of these countries 
and that to be expected in more of them in the near future. The de- 
velopment of such distributions will inevitably have profound eco- 
nomic, political, social, and psychological consequences. 


LIFE EXPECTANCY IN Table 4 of the "Statistics" section presents 
VARIOUS COUNTRIES complete expectations of life, 8,, at selected 

ages, culled from recent life tables for vari- 
ous countries. These figures represent the average number of years 
of life remaining to those who reach each of the ages shom: 0 (at 
birth), 20, 40, and 60. 


The expectation of life at birth is a better measure of the 
force of mortality than the crude death rate or any standardized 
rate. It alone is unaffected by the age-composition of the popula- 
tion. The expectation of life at birth for any period is simply the 
average age to which a cohort would live if, in passing through 
life, it were subjected to the specific death rates of that period. 
The values that appear in the table range from 26.56 years for fe- 
males in the British Provinces of India to 67.88 for females in New 
Zealand, both in 1931. The white population of the United States is 
at the bottom of the upper third of the list, but only three of the 
countries listed have lower expectancies than the American Negroes. 
In general the values for the countries of Northwestern Europe, the 
British Dominions, and the United States are higher than those for 
other countries. 


Differences between countries tend to decrease as age in- 
creases. Relatively small differences, even in percentage terms, 
remain at age 60. The values for the older ages are relatively in- 
accurate, but the absence of substantial differentiation is real. 
This convergence of expectancies reflects the fact that sanitation 
and preventive and curative medicine have had relatively little ef- 
fect on mortality in the latter part of life even in the most pro- 
gressive countries. The tremendous achievements of modern science 
in saving life have been limited largely to persons under 40 years 
of age. 


In almost all of the countries shown, females have a higher ex- 
pectancy at each age than males. Indian women, however, do not rank 
above the men until after age 40. Only in India and Russia is the 
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expectancy higher at age 20 than at birth. In those countries, mor- 
tality in infancy and early childhood is so severe that once these 
critical periods are past the expectancy rises sharply. In other 
countries, after the dangerous first year of life the expectancy 
reaches its maximum at age one or two. 


Values of the complete expectation of life at decennial ages 
from many national life tables. are given in Length of Life by Dublin 
and Lotka, New York, The Ronald Press Company, 1956. The volume 
also contains a comprehensive discussion of the construction and in- 
terpretation of life tables. (Abstracted in Population Literature 
2(1) Title 7.)

RURAL POPULATION RESEARCH lation Research, sponsored jointly by 

the College of Agriculture, University 
of Missouri, and the Division of Farm Population and Rural Life,
